fonnfag a diamond tread plate the pattern on at least certain surfaces of the luminaire, 
said pattern being impervious to light and visible to the user on use of the lumioaire in a 
normally intended manner, the pattern being evocative of an association on the part of an 
intended user of the luminaire with a motor sport activity .

3. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the luminaire is a shoplight

housing portion and at least one reflector portion.

pattern being evocative of an association on the part of a user with a person, place or thing 
motor sport activity .
